COMMITTEE    OF  VISITORS. 

Presented  at  the  Hilary  Sessions,  1860. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  County  Lunatic 
Asylum  ai-e  again  enabled  to  announce  a  reduction  of 
the  charge  for  the  maintenance  of  the  patients  ;  this 
being  the  third  year  in  succession  in  which  this 
satisfactory  communication  has  been  made  to  the 
County. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  the  last 
day  of  the  year  1859,  was  338 — viz.,  males,  200 ; 
females,  138.  The  charge  for  each  patient  in  the 
present  year  will  be  7s.  per  week,  with  3s.  additional 
for  the  Borough  patients  of  Sahsbury  and  Devizes  ; 
being  their  contribution  towards  the  expense  of  the 
buildings. 

This  diminution  of  charge,  which  in  the  aggregate 
exceeds  £500,  is  a  great  boon  to  the  ratepayers  in 
those  parishes  which  send  patients  to  the  Asylum. 
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On  the  Principal  and  Interest  Account,  the  payments 
during  the  year  have  been  as  follows :  


The  balance  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  is  £,1078  Is. ; 
out  of  which  the  interest  payable  up  to  April  Sessions 
has  to  be  met,  amounting  to  £783  12s.  2(1.  The  debt 
is  now  reduced  to  £37,500. 

Notice  has  been  given  by  the  Treasurer  to  pay  off 
another  £1000  of  the  principal  money  due  in  April,  out 
of  the  rate  then  payable ;  and  he  informs  us  that  he  has 
effected  a  reduction  from  5  per  cent,  to  4|  per  cent.,  in 
all  cases  where  the  former  rate  of  interest  has  heretofore 
been  paid. 

On  the  First  Cost  Account  the  payments  have  been 
£733  10s.,  which  includes  £158  Os.  5d.  for  the  fittings 
of  the  new  building. 

On  this  Account  there  is  a  balance  due  to  the 
Treasurer  of  £518  9s.  8d.,  the  liquidation  of  which  will 
be  eflFected  without  any  demand  upon  the  County  Rate. 

The  Special  Rate  and  Repair  Account  exhibits 
payments  for  restorations  and  improvements  during  the 
year,  including  the  cost  of  the  new  large  rain-water  tank, 
amounting  to  £616,  which  has  exhausted  the  balance  of

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£566  lis.  4d.  in  the  Treasurer's  hands,  as  recorded  in 
the  Report  of  last  year,  and  leaves  a  balance  due  to  him 
of  £49  8s.  Sd. 

The  Farthing  Rate  now  ordered  for  payment  will 
provide  for  all  charges  under  tliis  head  for  the  next 
year  or  two. 

The  new  wards  which  have  been  added  to  the 
south-western  end  of  the  original  building  for  the  much 
needed  accommodation  of  the  female  patients,  have  been 
fully  occupied  for  several  months,  and  fulfil  our  expecta- 
tions in  all  respects. 

The  new  building  not  being  fire  proof,  as  the  old 
is,  it  becomes  necessary  to  efiect  an  insurance.  It  is 
recommended  to  the  Court  that  the  whole  building  be 
insured  for  £3000,  and  the  furniture  for  £500  ;  which, 
as  by  far  the  greater  part  is  fire  proof,  and  there  is  an 
abundant  supply  of  water  and  a  great  number  of  efficient 
men  always  at  hand,  may  be  sufficient.  They  have 
obtained  proposals  from  several  Insurance  Offices,  and 
recommend  the  Guardian,  which  alone  consents  to  include 
the  whole  building  in  one  general  insurance,  at  2s.  per 
cent.— £100 

It  remains  for  the  Committee  to  express  their  entire 
satisfaction  with  the  management  of  the  Institution. 
Great  pains  are  taken,  under  the  direction  of  Di-. 
Thurnam,  to  find  amusements  for  all  the  patients,  and 
employment  for  those  who  are  capable  of  any ;  and  all 
means  are  tried  to  promote  their  comfort. 
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The  condition  and  general  appearance  of  the  patients  ; 
the  ventilation  and  well-regulated  temperature,  with  the 
extreme  cleanliness  of  the  wards  and  bedding,  sufficiently 
testify  the  care  and  kindness  of  the  attendants,  male  and 
female ;  some  of  whom  have  continued  in  their  places  from 
the  opening  of  the  Institution. 

The  Chaplain's  Report  records  the  regular  per- 
formance of  Divine  Service,  and  the  constant  attendance 
of  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  patients. 

The  Committee  have  observed  with  much  satisfaction 
the  exactness  with  which  the  business  of  the  Clerk  and 
Steward's  office  is  conducted,  and  the  improvement  in 
the  mode  of  keeping  the  Accounts. 

A  very  minute  abstract  of  all  receipts  and  payments 
will,  as  usual,  be  given  in  the  Annual  Report  which  Dr. 
Thurnam  has  in  preparation,  and  which  will  be  ready  for 
circulation  before  the  Sprmg  Sessions.

NINTH 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

OP  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


At  the  close  of  another  year,   the  Medical  jjj^^^ 
Superintendent  presents  his  customary  Annual  Report 
to  the  Committee  of  Visitors. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  in  the 
Asylum  343  patients — viz.,  146  males,  and  197  females.  .  and 

•'  '■  Admissions. 

The  admissions,  amounting  to  116  (54  males  and  62 
females),  are  more  numerous  than  during  any  year 
since  1855,  when  the  Salisbury  patients  were  received. 
Of  the  whole  number,  18  were  re-admissions.  The 
mean  number  resident  during  the  year  has  been  140.2 
men,  and  199  women  ; — total,  339.2,  shewing  an 
average  increase  of  eight  women,  and  a  slight  decrease 
of  men.  The  actual  number  now  remaining  in  the 
Asylum  is  somewhat  less  than  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year — viz.,  138  males,  and  200  women ; — total, 
338. 
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Patient  "not  those  admitted  during  the  year,  one  is  a 

cai^''nifd°^^'^  patient  of  the  educated  class,  not  a  pauper,  sent  under 
controul."  an  order  of  two  J ustices,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  16th  and  17th  Vic,  c.  97,  s.  68,  as  "not 
under  proper  care  and  control  he  having,  in  a 
paroxysm  of  insanity,  attempted  to  set  fire  to  the 
house  in  which  he  resided. 

Discliarges  those  discharged,  54  were  reported  "  re- 

Recoveries  covered,"  and  8  "  relieved."  Two  were  removed  "  not 
improved,"  one  chargeable  to  a  parish  in  Gloucester- 
shire, to  the  Asylum  for  that  county ;  the  other  at  the 
request  of  relatives,  on  their  undertaking  (as  provided 
for  by  s.  81  of  the  Act  before  quoted)  "  that  he  should 
be  no  longer  chargeable  to  any  union  or  parish,"  and 
should  be  "  properly  taken  care  of  and  prevented  doing 
Cases  injury  to  himself  or  others."  Twelve  patients  were 
"  on  xifal/'  discharged  "  on  trial,"  for  a  period  of  two  months 
each ;  and  in  none  of  these  cases  has  it  been  found 
necessary  for  the  patient  to  return  to  the  Asylum  at 
or  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  trial.  Eight  of 
these  were  registered  as  Recovered,  and  four  as 
Relieved.  The  Medical  Superintendent  is  more  and 
more  convinced  of  the  good  effect  of  this  method,  in 
the  case  of  many  who,  after  recovering  to  a  certain 
extent,  continue  in  an  unsatisfactory  state,  in  conse- 
quence of  "  home  sickness  ;"  or  .who,  regarding 
themselves  as  improperly  detained,  become  fretful  and 
irritable ;  or,  considering  their  cases  hopeless,  cease  to 
exert  that  self-control  which  is  needful  for  perfect 
recovery. 
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Among  the  recovered  cases,  the  Medical  Superin-  j^^^^^^^^ 
tendent  cannot  omit  to  refer  to  two,  those  of  a  husband  busbandand 
and  wife ;  the  man  a  skilled  mechanic,  formerly  in  the 
army ;  the  wife  the  daughter  of  a  gamekeeper,  superior 
in  education  to  most  of  the  inmates.     They  had 
no   children,  and  both   had   fallen  into  habits  of 
intemperance  of  considerable  duration,  the  cause  of 
their  malady,  which  in  the  husband  assimilated  to  the 
form  of  delirium  tremens.    At  the  end  of  three  months 
in  her  case,  and  of  two  months  in  his,  both  were 
discharged  together,  recovered,  though  not  without 
fear  that  one  or  both  might  relapse,  in  consequence  of  a 
return  to  the  habits  which  had  occasioned  the  first  attack. 
Very  recently,  however,  a  letter  has  been  received  horn 
the  Vicar  of  the  town  in  which  they  reside,  expressing 
their  gratitude  for  the  kind  treatment  'they  met  with  in 
the  Asylum,  and  stating  that  they  were  both  well  and  in 
every  way  happier  than  they  had  been  for  many  years. 
The  Superintendent  was  at  the  same  time  informed  that, 
by  the  kind  aid  of  the  clergyman,  a  desirable  change 
of  residence  had  been  eflfected,  that  the  employment 
he  had  lost  had  been  recovered  for  the  husband,  that 
he  had  settled  to  it  most  commendably,  spending  all 
his  evenings   at  home,   and  on  Sundays  appearing 
regularly  at  Church,  where  he  had  never  before  been 
seen. 

There  are  now  seven  "  Criminal  Lunatics"  in  the 
Asylum — viz.,  6  men,  and  1  woman.     During  the  Lunaticsl'" 
year,  one  female  of  this  class,  who  had  been  committed 
for  six  months  to  the  County  Gaol,  after  an  assault  on 
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her  husband  and  children,  "  in  default  of  finding 
sureties  to  keep  the  peace,"  being  reported,  about  three 
weeks  after  her  commitment,  to  have  "become  insane," 
was  removed  to  the  Asylum  in  June  last,  under 
a  warrant  of  the  Right  Hon.  T.  H.  S.  Sotheron 
Estcourt,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department.  At  the  end  of  three  months,  she  was 
recommended  for  discharge,  as  recovered ;  when  in 
ordinary  course  she  must  have  been  sent  back  to  gaol 
to  complete  the  term  of  her  imprisonment ;  but  on  the 
representation  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  that  if 
again  subjected  to  prison  discipline  she  would  be  likely 
to  relapse  into  insanity,  the  present  Secretary  of  State, 
Sir  G.  C.  Lewis,  advised  the  Crown  to  grant  her  a  free 
pardon,  on  the  receipt  of  which  she  was  enabled  to 
return  home,  which  she  did  with  very  grateful  feelings.

Deaths  and 
rate  of 
Mortality. 


The  health  of  the  patients  has  in  general  been 
good,  and  no  important  epidemic  disorder  has  pre- 
vailed ;  unless  the  occurrence,  during  the  hot  weather, 
of  several  deaths  from  apoplexy  and  nervous  affections, 
altogether  6  in  number,  may  be  so  considered. 

The  total  number  of  deaths— viz.,  57  (33  men 
and  24>  women),  considerably  exceeds  the  average.  Of 
these,  however,  many  were  of  persons  advanced  in  life, 
or  who  had  been  brought  to  the  Asylum  in  a  diseased 
and  exhausted  state,  whose  condition  when  admitted 
could  only  be  pronounced  hopeless.  Nearly  half  of  the 
whole  numbei-,  or  twenty-seven,  were  persons  of  sixty 
years  and  upwards  ;  twelve  being  from  seventy  to 
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eighty-two  years  of  age.  The  Annual  Mortality,  which 
for  the  previous  7.35  years  has  averaged  10.7  per 
cent.,  has  this  year  been  at  the  somewhat  high  rate 
of  16.8  per  cent. ;  which,  it  may  be  presumed,  under 
favourable  circumstances,  will  to  some  extent  be 
compensated  by  a  reduced  mortality  in  186,0.

apoplexy,  three  epilepsy,  one  general  and  one  partial  Death, 
paralysis,  and  four  from  other  diseases  of  the  brain  ; 
four  were  from  pulmonary  consumption,  nine  inflam- 
mation of  the  lungs  combined  with  other  causes, 
six  disease  of  the  heart  and  lungs,  and  ten  from 
gradual  exhaustion  and  old  age. 

One  inquest  was  held,  in  the  case  of  A  man  j^q^gg^ 
suffering  from  general  paralysis,  who  was  seized  with 
apoplexy  whilst  sitting  in  the  ward,  and  fell  down  and 
died  immediately.  A  verdict  of  death  "  by  the  visitation 
of  God,"  was  returned. 

A  patient,  admitted  on  the  5th  of  February,  gave  gi^^,, 
birth  to  a  fine  boy  on  the  7th  of  September,  who  at  the 
end  of  a  few  weeks  was  removed  to  his  father's  house. 
The  mother,  who  remains  in  the  Asylum,  persists  in

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disowning  her  infant,  and  in  asserting  that  she  has 
not  given  birth  to  any  child. 

Escapes—  There  have  been  five  escapes  of  male  patients ; 

Casualties,    jjuj  o^e  Only  was  absent  for  more  than  a  few  hours.  He 
succeeded  in  reaching  his  home  at  Fittleton,  fourteen 
miles  from  Devizes.    He  was  followed  and  brought 
back  on  the  following  morning  ;  and  neither  in  this  nor 
in  any  other  of  the  cases,  did  any  ill  effect  arise  from 
the  escape.    There  have  been  a  few  other  casualties. 
Two  epileptic   patients  experienced  fracture  of  the 
clavicle,  one  of  them  from  a  fall  during  a  paroxysm  of 
her  malady,  which  could  not  have  been  guarded  against. 
A  third  broke  one  of  the  bones  of  the  fore-arm,  in  an 
accidental  fall.   A  fourth  patient,  aged  72,  also  epileptic 
and  crippled,  from  the  effect  of  strumous  disease  in  the 
feet,  accidentally  fell  and  broke  the  neck  of  the  thigh 
bone;  fi'om  which  death  resulted  at  the  end  of  nine 
days. 

Early  in  the  spring,  the  additional  ward  for 
Ward.  female  patients  was  brought  into  use.  The  advantage 
anticipated  from  this  slight  extension  has  been  fully 
realised ;  the  crowded  state  of  the  female  wards  being 
entirely  remedied;  whilst  the  new  building  proves 
remarkably  cheerful,  comfortable,  and  commodious.

ments.        promises  in  ordinary  states  of  the  weather,  an  almost 
unlimited  supply  for  the  boilers  of  the  engines.  This 
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tank  holds  G0,000  gallons  of  water,  which  is  pumped 
up  by  the  engine  into  a  cast-iron  cistern  above  the 
boilers,  which  holds  500  gallons.  All  the  work 
connected  with  fixing  the  pump  and  cistern  has  been 
done  by  the  Asylum  engineer,  who  has  also  constructed 
a  very  excellent  "  wringing  machine "  and  an  ironing 
stove  for  the  use  of  the  laundry. 


The  comfortable  temperature  of  the  wards  during  xemperatura 
the  late  severe  frosts  has  twice  attracted  the  notice  of  ^^^^g 
the  Committee,  during  their  visits.    There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  this  amount  of  warmth  and  comfort  is 
entirely  due  to  the  careful  working  of  the  excellent 
warming  and  ventilating  apparatus,  erected  by  the  late 
Mr.  H.  C.  Price.*    It  has  of  late  been  proposed  to  warming 
dispense  with  any  such  artificial  system  of  warming  Venfiiating 
in  the  construction  of  asylums,  and  to  trust  entirely  to  Apparatus, 
open  fires.     It  appears,   however,    to  the  Medical 
Superintendent,   that   by   this   means    an  adequate 
temperature  could  never  be  insured,  and  that  at  night 
at  least  the  patients  would  be  exposed  to  a  degi'ee  of 
cold  which  they  manage  to  escape,  under  the  thatch  of 
their  own  small  dwellings.    If,  as  is  most  essential,  well 
lighted  and  spacious  buildings  be  constructed  for  the 
insane,  it  becomes  all  the  more  requisite  to  provide  for 
their  being  duly  warmed  in  winter,  which  no  number 
of  open  fires  available — seeing  these  can  hardly  be 
afforded  in  every  sleeping  room  or  associated  dormitory 
— would  secure. 


•  This  system  of  "  Warming  and  Ventilating  "  is  now  carried  out  by 
Mr.  Price's  successor,  Mr,  Lea,  of  No.  2,  Derby  Street,  Westminster. 
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Onicors,  Tlicre  has  been  no  change  in  the  staff  of  officers, 

^nnd'^""'''  ^^^'^  ''^^^  among  the  attendants  and  servants,  who 
Servants.  have  in  general  discharged  thi'ir  duties  to  tlie  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Superintendent.  He  regrets  to  have  to 
record  a  severe  ilhiess  of  the  matron,  brought  on  by  an 
injury  received  from  an  excited  patient,  whilst  visiting 
the  wards  in  the  discharge  of  her  duty  ;  though  he  is 
glad  to  add  that  her  health  seems  now  satisfactorily 
restored. 

The  ratepayers  may  again  be  congratulated  on 
Charge.       the  financial  state  of  the  institution,  which  is  such  that 
the  Committee  of  Visitors  are  again  able  to  reduce  the 
"weekly  charge  for  patients — viz.,  from  its  present  rate 
of  7s.  7d.  to  7s.  per  week.

REPORT 

OK  TJIK 

COMMISSIONERS    IN  LUNACY. 

"Wilts  County  Asylum,  May  Iltli,  IS.OO. 

"  Tliere  are  SS!)  patients  in  thh  Asylum — namely, 
men  and  iiOi)  women.  Forly-five  are  registered  as 
Ijeing  at  present  under  medical  treatment.  On  reference 
to  the  Medical  Visitation  Book,  it  appears  that  the  cases  of 
seclusion  (which  are  principally  confined  to  two  or  three 
females)  are  infrequent,  there  being  only  one  or  two 
weekly. 

"  Since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners,  on  the 
^th  July  last,  80  patients  have  been  admitted.  Forty 
one  patients  (37  recovered  and  4  relieved)  liave  been 
discharged  ;  and  .^O  have  died  ; — 10  dying  from  inllamma- 
tion  of  the  lungs,  combined  with  other  causes,  '}  from 
consumption,  4  from  diseases  of  the  lungs  and  heart,  4 
from  exliaustion,  and  the  rest  from  various  other  causes. 

"  Four  patients  are  at  present  absent  on  trial,  which 
m  ike  the  the  total  number  of  patients  on  the  book  of  the 
Asylum  to  amount  to  33i). 
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"  We  have  to-day  seen  the  patients,  and  have 
inspected  their  wards.  The  patients  (with  two  or  three 
exceptions)  were  tranquil,  and  their  rooms  and  galleries 
clean,  well  ventilated,  and  in  good  order. 

"  Since  the  Commissioners'  last  visit  the  Asylum  has 
been  increased  and  occupied — the  addition  being  capable 
of  containing  33  patients. 

"  A  large  tank  also,  capable  of  holding  sixty  thousand 
gallons  of  rain-water,  is  now  in  progress. 

"  We  learn  that  about  two-thirds  of  the  patients  are 
•  occupied  in  various  ways,  the  majority  of  the  males  being 
occupied  in  cultivating  the  farm  and  garden. 

"  The  Church  Service  is  performed  regularly  by  the 
Chaplain,  and  is  attended,  on  an  average,  by  two  hundred 
patients. 

The  supply  of  combs,  &c.,  is  now  ample. 

We  think  that  the  Asylum  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  state, 
and  is  under  careful  and  skilful  management.

REPORT 

ON 

"CRIMINAL  LUNATICS." 

Presented  to  the  Quarter  Sessions  for  Wiltshire,  July, 

1857. 

[It  has  been  thought  dcsirahk,  though  somewhat  out  of  date,  to  print  this 
Eeport  here,  as  referring  to  a  subject  of  great  importance,  for  which  Government 
provision  is  now  in  course  of  being  made], 

"  The  Committee  appointed  at  the  Hilary  Sessions, 
January  6th,  1857, — viz..  Rev.  G.  P.  Lowther,  Wm. 
Ewart,  Esq.,  M.P.,  J.  L.  Phipps,  Esq., — to  take  into 
consideration  the  question  of  dealing  with  the  criminal 
lunatics  confined  in  the  asylums  in  this  county,  met,  in 
pursuance  to  notice  given  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  at 
the  County  Lunatic  Asylum,  on  Thursday  April  22nd, 
and  report  as  under : — 

"The  Committee  have  ascertained  that  there  are 
seven  criminal  lunatics,  all  males,  chargeable  to  the 
county  ;  four  of  whom  are  confined  in  the  County 
Asylum,  one  in  the  asylum  at  Fiddington,  and  two  at 
Fisherton.    There  is  also  one  woman,  sent  from  the  gaol 
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at  Salisbui'y,  by  an  order  from  the  Secretary  of  State, 
confined  in  the  County  Asylum,  but  charged  to  the  parish 
of  Claphara  in  the  county  of  Surrey. 

"  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  two  of  the 
males  are  very  unfit  to  be  detained  in  the  County  Asylum, 
and  ought  to  be  removed  therefrom,  if  a  place  proper  for 
their  reception  was  provided* 

"  The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  directed 
to  the  several  reports  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 
especially  the  8th  report,  bearing  date  1854,  recom- 
mending the  establishment  of  one  or  more  State  Asylums 
for  the  safe  custody  and  due  classification  of  criminal 
lunatics.  The  Committee  entirely  concur  in  such  recom- 
mendations ;  expressing,  however,  their  opinion  that  the 
milder  cases  ought  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  County 
Asylum,  while  the  more  aggravated  cases  would  most 
fitly  be  consigned  to  such  State  Asylums  as  may  be 
hereafter  established  by  Government. 

"  The  Committee  observe  that  this  distinction  has 
already  been  made  in  Ireland,  where  a  State  Criminal 
Asylum  has  been  for  some  years  established. 

"  In  the  private  asylum  at  Fisherton,  there  are  con- 
fined at  this  time,  in  addition  to  130  pauper  and  private 
patients,  151  criminal  lunatics — viz.,  127  males  and  24> 
females — who  have  been  charged  with  every  variety  of 
crime,  including  murders.  Some  of  them  are  continually 
making  their  escape  from  that  asylum,  to  the  great  alarm 
and  danger  of  the  neighbourhood,  and  your  Committee 
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are  of  opinion  that  such  a  state  of  things  urgently  calls 
for  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Home  Department. 

"  With  respect  to  the  two  criminal  lunatics  under  the 
care  of  Dr.  Finch  at  Fisherton,  your  Committee  are  of 
opinion  that  they  had  better  remain  there,  at  the  additional 
charge  now  demanded  by  Dr.  Finch. 

"  The  Committee  are  disposed  to  take  this  view,  not 
only  under  the  general  circumstances  of  the  case,  but 
particularly  in  consequence  of  a  communication  from  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  stating 
that  *he  hopes  that  better  arrangements  may  soon  be 
made  for  the  care  of  criminal  lunatics,' 

"  Signed  by  order  of  the  Committee, 

«'G.  P.  LOWTHER, 

"  Chairman." 

Mr.  Lowther  said  this  matter  deserved  the  most 
careful  consideration  of  the  Court,  seeing  that  we  had  in 
this  county  (at  Dr.  Finch's),  more  than  one  fourth  of  the 
criminal  lunatics  of  the  whole  kingdom.  Without  attaching 
the  slighest  blame  to  Dr.  Finch,  whose  establishment  was 
conducted  with  great  skill  and  humanity,  he  could  not 
help  feeling  that  the  Fisherton  Asylum  was  not  adapted 
for  the  reception  of  criminal  lunatics  ;  and  in  his  opinion 
a  private  asylum  ought  not  to  wear  the  aspect  of  a  gaol. 
Several  escapes  had  recently  taken  place,  and  in  one 
instance  three  men  actually  made  their  way  througli  a 
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14-inch  wall,  near  where  the  keeper  was  sleeping.  It  so 
happened  that  they  came  into  Orcheston,  and  broke  into 
the  house  of  a  poor  man  who  had  sent  him  (Mr.  Lowther) 
an  account,  in  the  hope  of  being  remunerated  for  the 
property  he  had  lost.  These  escapes  operated  strongly 
against  the  interests  of  Dr.  Finch,  who  was  under  the 
necessity  of  offering  a  reward  for  the  capture  of  the 
fugitives,  but  he  hoped  the  Court  would  not  object  to  a 
copy  of  the  Committee's  Report  being  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  of  State,  with  an  expression  of  hope  that  some 
steps  would  shortly  be  adopted  to  remedy  the  evil  which 
had  been  most  energetically  combatted  for  the  last  twelve 
years  by  the  Lunacy  Commissioners — namely  the  lack  of 
some  central  establishment  for  the  reception  of  the 
criminal  lunatics  of  the  county. — Agreed  to.
